The cifcy council met in regular ses­ 
sion last night w ith all members pres­ 
ent ex cept Mr. Caldwell, and with 
M ay or Hall presiding. 
The m inutes 
of the last m eeting were approved as 
read. 
The petition of Charles Stevens for 
an ex tension of the w ater m ains on 
West Eighth street to his property , 
just east of the L. E. & W. railroad 
so th at lie m ight ose city w ater was 
granted and a sim ilar petition was 
granted Wallace Morgan and Charles 
Baker for the ex tension of the water 
m ains on fN orth Harrison street to 
Eleventh. 
The petition of the I. & C. Traction 
company to have a w rit ot error issued, 
Cancelling the tax es on the im prove­ 
ments made on the lots on which the 
power house and car barns are located, 
inasmuch as they ’were already paid, 
was granted, and the city clerk in- 
struct« « ! to issue the w rit. 
The tax es 
am ounted to $19 .25 and a w rit had al- 
ready been issued by the county . 
The W ater and Light comm ittee, to 
which, at tbe*last m eeting, the petition 
of the I. <fc O. Traction company , ask 
ing for an ex tension of the water 
mains on Julian street to the car barns, 
reported that they had investigated the 
m atter ami found'that there were four 
flra plugs near at. hand and six others 
w ith which connections could bo made 
in case 
of 
fire. 
They , therefore, 
thought there was ample tire protec­ 
tion and they recommended th at the 
petition be not granted. 
The com m it­ 
tee stated that, should a plug be in­ 
stalled in the earl barns the fire chief 
and the city would have no jurisd ic ­ 
tion over it. 
The report was con­ 
curred in. 
Councilm an Brann reported that the 
com m ittee to which was referred the 
m atter of contracting for fuel for the 
w ater ami light plant, had decided to 
make a test of 'th e coal at the plant 
aud had ordered four car loads of coal 
each of a different kind for that p ur­ 
pose. 
Ordinance No. 157 , relating to the 
public health came up for the second 
reading. 
C ity Attorney Megee said 
th at in bis opinion the ordinance did 
not conflict w ith the new State law. 
The com m ittee having in charge the 
construction of the new water wells, 
reported th at they had 
contracted 
w ith C. B. Lore to drill three wells at 
the price of $3.30 a foot, he to furnish 
and guarantee every thing. 
Certificates of the appointm ent« of 
L. J. G eraghtv, Sr.. H L Tompkins, 
Jobn"Jones, W. A. Junes and W. H. 
Stew art, as city commissioners, were 
received and spread upon the m iscel­ 
laneous records. 
Councilm an Brann reported that the 
« train from the F irst Ward 
school 
building em ptied into Bodine’s avenue 
and crosses the street under a wooden 
bridge, and that it gives forth an odor 
which is becoming q uite a nuisance. 
He stated th at several residents on 
Perkins street had connected with the 
« train and lie suggests! th at the drain 
be placed under ground. 
The ditch, 
lie said, was put ill bv the school 
boar« l and council deck!oil tnat the 
residents had no right to co nnect with 
it. 
Mr. Brann moved th at the school 
board ami reshleuts be notified to put 
the drain under ground, otherw ise it 
would bo declared a nuisance 
and 
abated. 
Mr. Brann callo« ! council’s attention 
to the cem ent blocks which the I. * 
15. traction company wished to use as 
crossings, whore there was no heavy 
traffle, and it was decided to accept 
tbem.

and Ohio. 
The liabilities this tim e 
are placed at about $8 8 00, w ith assets 
said to be close to $9100. 
A fter a receivership of a week last 
December the company was reorgan­ 
ized with $¿0,000 new capital. Prefer 
re« l stock was issued to the creditors 
and this stock 
was to be redeemed 
gradually , the first retirem ent to be 
made w ithin six months. 
This failure 
means that the creditors of the old 
company will lose all their claims. 
The company fournl the m arkets too 
one-sided. 
The new capital melted 
away « luring recent bull movements. 
The comi>any failed to regain lost 
confidence. and it is claimed that the 
business has not been large enough to 
pay ex penses.

It w ill be properly and con 
clusively met by the United States if 
the occasion should arise, ami it is a 
pointer in the direction of the needs 
of a navy 
commensurate w ith t^ie 
power and the dignitv of America.

Patriotic Trader Accepted and He Is 
Given Charge of Linevi eh » Old 
Command. 


St. Petersburg, March 22.—General 
Kuropatkin has been appointed com­ 
mander of the First Manchurian army. 
The appointment is gazetted in the 
Official Messenger today. 


St. Petersburg, March 22.—The Rus­ 
sian army in Manchuria is still to have 
the services of General Kuropatkin, 
who is considered by many, in spite of 
his series of reverses, the best general 
and foremost strategist of the Russian 
army. 
Sinking ail feeling of personal 
bitterness because of his supersession 
and all the old-time enmity between 
him self and General Linevitch in a 
patriotic desire to be of service to the 
fatherland, the former commander-in- 
chief volunteered to remain in any ca­ 
pacity with the army w’hich he had so 
long commanded. 
The tender has 
been accepted by Emperor Nicholas 
and gratefully received by the new 
leader of the grand army. 
The change exactly reverses the old 
order of affairs, when Kuropatkin was 
the supreme leader and Linevitch di­ 
rected the first army. 
Authoritative 
news of this 
remarkable step was 
known in Manchuria much earlier than 
in St. Petersburg. 
General Kuropat­ 
kin. having paused on his homeward 
Journey at Harbin, started southward 
amidst a most remarkable farewell 
from resident« of Harbin and soldiers 
who are on the way to HU out the 
ranks of the depleted army. Tbe send- 
off was a mere foretaste of what awaits 
General Kuropatkin at the front; and 
his self-sacrificing determination and 
the equally patriotic course of General 
Linevitch in accepting the services 
tendered are bound to do wonders for 
the reinspiration of the emperor’s le­ 
gions and give promise of union and 
harmony at the council table which 
that army has hitherto lacked 
The retreat Is apparently progress­ 
ing uneventfully. 
No dispatches of 
moment 
have been received 
today. 
Little weight is placed here on the 
deduction drawn at certain European 
capitals from the dispatch announcing 
that 
cannonading 
had 
been 
heard 
south of Tie Pass, that General Ren- 
nenkampff’s corps, endeavoring to re­ 
join the main army, had been Inter­ 
cepted south of Tie Pass. 
The dis­ 
patch in question undoubtedly was er­ 
roneous. and it may be pointed out that 
several correspondents at the front 
have mentioned the orderly retreat of 
General Linevitch*» army and asserted 
that It effected a J uncture at Tie Pass 
with scarcely a straggler missing, but 
made no mention of the absence of so 
well-known a fighter as Rennenkampff 
Preparations are now making for the 
mobilization of a number of detach­ 
ments. not. however, on a general 
scale, the preliminary orders affecting 
but twenty-two districts in the govern­ 
ments of Odessa. Warsaw and Mos­ 
cow. 
The grenadiers have not receiv­ 
ed orders to proceed to Manchuria, 
but many officers of that organization 
drafted to command units now bound 
for the front, have left Moscow. 


Unrest Among Russian Peasants Gives 
Cause for Apprehension. 


8 t. Petersburg, March 22.—Recur­ 
rences and extensions of agrarian trou­ 
bles are noted, and near Libau work­ 
men and peasants are making common 
cause, 
the Caucasus is already the 
scene of armed resistance to the forces 
of civil authority, and in the region 
around Kieff, where the peasants are 
increasingly bold, there have been 
many cases of violence. 
The labor 
leaders of the social revolutionistic 
persuasion in the great industrial cen­ 
ters are plainly planning to synchron­ 
ize a genera, renewal of the strike 
with the climax of the peasant disor­ 
ders. aDd. with the action of the troops 
in mind, have been serving notice by 
anonymous letters and other warnings 
on guard officers here and officials in 
other cities that if another “ red Snn- 
day" comes and they order the troops 
to fire they will be held responsible 
therefor and their lives be made the 
forfeit.

in this 
State. 
C arefully collected advices 
indicate 
tha t the grow ing crop is now in very 
good shape, m b etter shape in fact 
than it has been for m any years at this 
season of the year. 
The plant is rep- 
resented 
as 
having 
an 
unusually 
strong root. 
It 
has but little 
top 
grow th, however. 
It is pointed ou t 
tha t this is a result of the dry w eather 
of last fall. 
W hile the 
crop has some critica l 
week s yet to pass through, w ell posted 
grain m en say tha t the indications are 
very favorable. 
A lthough there has 
been some d iligent inq u iry on the 
part of Indianapolis m illers on the 
subject, tliere has as vet been no a d ­ 
vices of H essian fly in this S tate. 
The 
fact 
tlgtf a good deal of 
Indiana 
w heat was sown late last fall is c ou nt­ 
ed a favorable sign. 
The eggs from 
w hich the H essian fly apper in the 
spring are deposited prior to O ctober 
1st. and if the w heat is not up a t 
that tim e it can be pre tty safely con­ 
cluded ^that it w ill not suffer from 
the ravages 
of this pest d uring the 
follow ing spring. 
There is alw ays danger of dam age 
from rust, but 
grain men say that 
this is alw ays rem ote. 
It was one of 
the principal factors in the failu re of 
the Ind iana crop last year, b u t it had 
been m any, 
m any years 
since the 
w heat crop had been affected by rust. 
P eculiar w eather conditions art* re ­ 
sponsible for 
rust, and it is seldom 
tha t they m aterialize a t the proper 
tim e. 
Some of the m illers are expecting 
an average yield this year, some going 
so fa r as to venture a guess.
